Salt Brine Proves 
Effective as Spray 
During Snowstorm 


The use of iwlt brine sprayed on 


streets and highways by means of 
"(lusher" trucks to combat snow 
has been tried in New York this 
winter at the suggestion of JXHUS 
M. McCarthy as an improvement 
on a method the Sanitation .De- 
partment of New York city now 
uses. This method which makes 
use of what has up to now been 
considered only "summer" equip- 
ment subdues a snowstorm by 
spraying pavements with the salt 
brine during the snowstorm and 
proved to be far more effective 
than the spreading of rock salt 
on street surfaces. 


McCarthy's basic idea was to 


improve on the usual method'o'f 
spreading rock salt on ice hills 
and main thoroughfares. Flusher 
trucks which spend most of the 
winter in the garage doing noth- 
ing, 
but which represent a con- 


siderable investment, were put in 
service and a solution of brin 
made dependent upon the preva 
ing temperature and the rate 
snow fall .was sprayed along th 
crown of the street. This methoi 
rorestalled the snow accumulatio 
at an approximate cost of 11 cen 
per cubic foot while carting o 
snow after it had accumulate 
cost the city 72 cents per cub 
yard. 


The experiment was tried on on 


side of Queens Boulevard and th 
section was cleared in one hou 
and fifteen minutes. On the op 
posite side plows worked for fiv 
and a half hours in the usual man 
ner but could not clear the stree 
since traffic had packed the sno« 
down hard. 


During the last heavy snoi 


storm McCarthy gave another di 
monstration. On a two-inch snow 
already fallen 500 gallons of brin 
was flushed and in five minutes th 
entire snow fall had disintegrated 
"•Jnow-continued to fall heavily an 
he untreated section was blankc 
ed but the half mile stretch treat 
?d with brine remained clear fo 
he duration of the storm.

We shall be far from wise if we 


dismiss as mere tub-thumping th 
exhortation by thc Nazi foreign 
office to the German people to casi 
aside their "last scruples" and "t 
kill, murder and poison" their en- 
emies. 


That barbaric hymn of hate fits 


the Hitierian mentality like a 
glove, and there's small doubt that 
the Allied forces will encounter a 
great deal of this type of civilian 
"warfare." Just to make sure that 
the population doesn't get out of 
hand, the German government yes- 
terday placed most of the Reich 
under what amounts to martial 
law, and citizens showing "cow- 
ardice" will be subject to the 
death penalty. 


Well, we Americans are adapt- 


able and I dare say we can accom- 
modate the Germans if that's the 
way they want to play the game. 


There are well defined interna- 
tional Jaws of war governing th 
Killing of encmv troops or at 
tempts to kill them, by civilians— 
and the invading forces are per 
milled to exact the penalty of (juicl- 
death. There are less severe penal 
ties for other forms of civilian ob- 
struction. 


In any event, we don't need to 


be afraid about our mcn lacking 
the firmness to deal with such sit- 
uations. We had a couple of ex- 
amples 
last 
September 
when 


American troops first crossed the 
German frontier. There was heavy 
sniping from houses in Wallendorf 
and in a neighboring village 
It 


vasn't clear whether civilians 
vere involved, but the Yanks 
burned every building in both 
)Iaccs. 


Of course this destruction was 


necessary In order to ensure the 
afety of our men. It was recog-

however, that this also
